SAINTS have only the 
Premier League left to 
focus on this season after 
they were knocked out of 
the FA Cup 3-2 by Crystal 
Palace at St Mary’s. 

Ex-Saints boss Alan Pardew, 
who had suffered a hat-trick of 
defeats on his previous returns 
to the club, got the better of his 
former employers this time 
round thanks to a dramatic 
first half. 

Though the league has 
always been the priority for 
Saints this season after their 
brilliant start, with so many 
upsets as the big guns tumbled 
out at the fourth round stage 
does mean a chance for some 
glory in the competition has 
gone begging for another sea¬ 
son. 

Saints joined the likes of 
Chelsea, Manchester City and 
Tottenham in exiting the tour¬ 
nament this weekend. 

Palace created a half-chance 
within the first minute as 
Marouane Chamakh laid a half 
cleared free kick back to 
Wilfried Zaha but his first time 
effort from the edge of the area 
went over the bar. 

However, it was Saints that

took the lead with their first 
chance of the game on nine 
minutes. 

It was a simple one too as 
James Ward-Prowse whipped 
in an inswinging left wing free 
kick that beat everybody 
except the on running 
Graziano Pelle at the far post. 

He produced a first time 
stabbed volley from six yards 
out that Wayne Hennessey 
reached diving down to his left 
but couldn’t prevent from get¬ 
ting past him and over the line. 

The lead lasted just two min¬ 
utes though as Crystal Palace 
hit Saints on the counter 
attack to equalise. 

Yaya Sanogo drilled in a low 
shot across goal from the left 
that Fraser Forster looked to 
have covered. 

He dived to his left and 
seemed to have his body 
behind it but it bounced slight¬ 
ly off of him and into the mid¬ 


dle of the six yard box. 

Chamakh won the race to the 
loose ball and managed to poke 
into the empty net from a cou¬ 
ple of yards out. 

Saints so nearly fell behind 
on 16 minutes as Dusan Tadic 
was caught in possession 
dwelling on the ball midway 
inside his own half. 

Chamakh lofted a pass over 
Florin Gardos and picked out 
Sanogo who fired a shot goal- 
wards that Forster blocked 
and gathered at the second 
attempt. 

A breathless match contin¬ 
ued as Saints went straight 
down the other end to restore 
their advantage. 

It was unfortunate from a 
Palace viewpoint as Ryan 
Bertrand drilled in a cross 
from the left by-line. Palace 
defender Scott Dann slid 
across at the near post to try 
and cut out the danger but 
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Speroni, Mariappa, 
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RONALD Koeman made just 
one change to the Saints side 
that defeated Newcastle for the 
visit of Crystal Palace in the FA

only diverted the ball straight 
into his own net for 2-1. 

Up the other end Forster was 
in action again, this time hav¬ 
ing to dive to his left to block 
an effort from the edge of the

That wasn’t the end of the 
action though as the Eagles 
drew level again on 21 min¬ 
utes.

Steven Davis produced a 
very similar effort on 32 min¬ 
utes and it produced a very 
similar result as it flew nar¬ 
rowly wide. 

Amazingly, there was to be a 
fifth goal in the half as Palace 
took the lead for the first time 
on 39 minutes. 

Joel Ward advanced deep 
into the Saints half, somehow 
kept possession when it 
seemed the ball would be 
taken off of him and chipped a 
pass over the defence and to 
Chamakh who was onside. 

He brought the ball down and 
advanced into the area, went 


outside Forster and managed 
to squeeze a low finish past the 
keeper diving back at his feet 
and in at the near post. 

Chamakh picked up the 
opening booking of the game 
for a foul on Steven Davis 
before referee Jon Moss 
brought a goal laden first half 
to a close with Palace having a 
narrow advantage. 

Saints made a half time 
change with Matt Targett 
replacing Gardos. Targett 
went to left back with 
Bertrand moving to centre 
half. 

Palace had a chance for 


another goal five minutes after 
the restart as Joe Ledley’s cor¬ 
ner found the unmarked Dann 
eight yards out but he headed 
over the bar. 

Targett quickly became the 
first Saints player in the book 
for a foul on Zaha. 

Saints were dominating pos¬ 
session more in the second 
period and restricting Palace 
to pacy counter attacks but 
were struggling to create 
much, which led to a second 
substitution with Shane Long 
replacing Cork on 59 minutes. 
Ward-Prowse dropped deep

Though it may have been an 
entertaining game for the 
neutral, Koeman was not so 
happy. 

He said: “For the fans 
maybe because after 22 min¬ 
utes it was 2-2 but too much 
mistakes. 

“If I talk about our defen¬ 


sive organisation normally 
one of the strengths of the 
team but not today, not work¬ 
ing together, too much space 
in the positions defending. 

“They punished us to score 
three times and maybe to 
miss another two goals and 
that was the problem the first 
45 minutes. 

“We controlled it a little bit 
but defensively very poor. 

“You can’t defend like that 
with the qualities what they 
have in front, the confidence 
they have. 

“Second half much better 


but not good enough to score 
more and score the draw at 
least. 

“Bad first half defensively 
was why we lost today.” 

He added: “Yes frustrating 
because two times winning in 
the game and too soon the 
draw against. 

“Maybe after the 1-0 two or 
three minutes, after the 2-1 
the same question and then 
it’s difficult. 

“That’s strange because it’s 
one of the strengths of the 
team but not today. 
Defensively poor, very poor.

ON A cold November night in 
2013, Diego Simeone’s 
groundbreaking Atletico 
Madrid side was at its ruthless 
best against a helpless 
Getafe, in the Vicente 
Calderon. 

Even with a 4-0 lead against ten men, 
Atletico pressed their opponents with tire¬ 
less aggression, as they attempted to 
keep pace with the two eternal heavy¬ 
weights of the Spanish game - Barcelona 
and neighbours Real Madrid. 

In the 69th minute, captain Gabi got the 
ball on the right wing and took a quick 
glance towards the penalty area. 

All he could see was the sturdy frame of 
a certain Diego Costa powering through 
the centre, outnumbered against two cen¬ 
tre backs. 

Gabi’s delicious cross had just the right 
amount of power, but it was curling a few 
inches away from Costa, who looked like 
he had overrun it. 

What he did in the next few seconds got 
him what was not just the best out of 
seven brilliant Atletico strikes that night, 
but also led to that special bit of skill that 
led to it being nominated for the Ferenc 
Puskas Goal of the Year award. 

Even Getafe’s keeper Jordi Codina stood 
rooted to his spot, unable to process the 
sheer ingenuity and technical brilliance of 
the effort, as Costa flung himself into the 
air and struck a phenomenal bicycle kick 
into the top corner. 

OUTRAGEOUS 

In many ways, the goal comes closest to 
defining the 26-year-old Spaniard - 
unorthodox, outrageous, and yet supreme¬ 
ly effective. 

It does not matter if Costa is outnum¬ 
bered or out of position - he embodies the 
very essence of a centre forward’s respon¬ 
sibility - do whatever with the input and 
produce the required output. 

It is this combination of unpredictability 
and remarkable footballing instinct that 
has made him the monster that he is - one 
of the most complete forwards in the 
game today. 

It is difficult not to admire a player of 
Costa’s calibre. 

Ruthlessly industrious, he presses like a 
mad bull placed on a football pitch. 

Be it chasing hopeless clearances to 
hustle defenders, or colliding knee-first 
into a goal post to score, his physical 
prowess is matched by his staunch mental 
resilience and perseverance. 

As Atletico did the unthinkable by beat¬ 
ing their more illustrious competitors to the 
La Liga title last season, Costa’s contribu¬ 
tion to the cause was unquestionable and 
indispensable. 

His steady climb to the top of Atletico’s 
pecking order was anything but easy, 
though. 

By the age of 16, most prodigies are well 
on their way to footballing greatness, but 
Costa was still playing football on the 
streets of Brazil. 

Signing for Portuguese club Braga in

2006, he made no league appearances for 
them and was consigned to the reserve 
squad. 

After Atletico bought him in 2007, he was 
loaned out to three clubs in the Spanish 
second division, was sold by Atletico to 
Valladolid, had a knee injury that led to 
him failing a medical for a transfer to 
Besiktas and then came back to Atletico 
the following season. 

He played second fiddle to Atletico’s for¬ 
ward-forging legacy, which included Diego 
Forlan, Sergio Aguero and Radamel 
Falcao. 

Add to that switching allegiances from 
playing for Brazil to playing for the 
Spanish World Cup side in Brazil, and 
Costa has pretty much had to brave it all. 

It is this continuum of enduring obstacles 
that has perhaps added to his unshake- 
able mental strength. 

Consequently, Atletico’s team, up until 
last season, was never built around him. 

Costa was always forced to incorporate 
himself into systems with strengths that 
weren’t necessarily congruent with his 
own. 

He was used as an inside forward at 
Vallecano, using his pace to cut inside 
from the left wing to shoot. 

It was a position he adapted to very well, 
as he scored ten goals in 16 appearances. 

The peak of his footballing education, 
though, came under Simeone, who recog¬ 
nised the dormant potential of Costa’s 
varying skill sets. 

Under his tutelage, Costa finally found a 
tactical system that played to his strengths 
- aggressive pressing in high areas, light¬ 
ning-swift counters and the responsibility 
of holding up the ball to play in runners 
from deep. 

Simeone realised that, having started his 
playing career later than most, Costa was 
still learning to pick up the finer aspects of 
tactics and forward play. 

He was further helped by Simeone’s 
decision to pair him with Falcao, a move 
which benefited both forwards and the 
team as a whole. 

Costa was encouraged to drift wide to 
utilise his experience on the wings, simul¬ 
taneously creating space for Falcao to 
exploit. 

The Colombian would often drop deep 
and allow Costa to make forward runs. 

That fluidity in the forward ranks yielded 
54 goals from the front two alone that sea¬ 
son. 

After Falcao’s departure for Monaco the 


next season, Simeone had seen enough to 
decide that Costa was ready to be the ful¬ 
crum of the Atletico attack. 

With the advanced role now at his dis¬ 
posal, all goal-scoring responsibilities were 
placed firmly on the shoulders of the fiery 
forward. 

Costa responded by scoring 35 goals in 
just 43 starts, including eight from nine 
games in Atletico’s Champions League 
campaign. 

Effectively, Costa’s learning curve was 
similar to that of Thierry Henry, who at one 
time was forced to ply his trade on 
the wings at Juventus, in 
spite of preferring a more 
central role. 

Once Henry was entrusted 
with the role of playing in the 
middle, the Frenchman was hailed 
as the ideal centre forward in the modern 
game, a goal-scorer who was equally 
comfortable working the flanks. 

Although Costa’s goal count was signifi¬ 
cantly lower, the consequences of acquir¬ 
ing diverse attacking dimensions were 
there for everyone to see. 

After his fine exploits in Atletico’s incred¬ 
ible La Liga triumph, Chelsea came calling 
for his services. 

The void left by Didier Drogba had con¬ 
sistently derailed the Blues’ title ambitions, 
and Jose Mourinho hoped that £32m 
would help provide some much-needed 
firepower up front. 

The Portuguese manager is known to 
admire hard-working individuals who can 
adapt to multiple positions, and, from the 
start, Costa and Chelsea seemed like a 
match made in heaven. 

He began with seven goals in his first 
four games, bettering the six in four that 
Sergio Aguero managed for Manchester 
City on his transfer from Atletico. 

But it is not just Costa’s goals that have 
transformed Chelsea’s fortunes this sea¬ 
son. 


MAGICIAN 


Once again, his willingness to adapt to a 
highly-interchangeable forward line has 
made all the difference. 

Recognising the presence of world-class 
wingers in Eden Hazard and Willian, and a 
diminutive magician in Oscar, Costa has 
gone from taking full attacking responsibil¬ 
ity to learning to share it. 

What is truly an enticing proposition is 
that Costa could yet make a more sub¬ 
stantial tactical impact in the games to 
come. 

Thanks to his experience of playing in 
different positions, Mourinho’s keen tacti¬ 
cal acumen could yet see him employ the 
Spaniard in different roles to help over¬ 
come certain challenges. 

Costa’s intelligent movement and physi¬ 
cal exchanges may not seem as elegant 
next to Eden Hazard gliding on the pitch 
or an effortless series of stopovers by 
Willian. 

But the Spaniard has 
proved over the past couple 
of years that he is the pol¬ 
ished, finished deal that every 
team would love to have.

FA CUP weekend is with us again, the 
chance for the minnows to shine, for 
the giants to fall and for the impossi¬ 
ble to become possible. 

The BBC’s sports new on Friday 
gave possibly the most damning indi¬ 
cation of how the balance of power 
has shifted over the last few years 
when it described Manchester 
United’s game against Cambridge 
United as the former champion’s only 
chance of silverware this season. 
There wasn’t even the slightest hint 
of irony or bravado from 
Cambridge’s manager Richard 
money when he said the FA cup was 
“Man Utd’s only realistic chance of 
silverware this season.” 

For a club like Cambridge to show 
such blatant disregard for United’s 
status in English football, shows just 
how much the balance of power has 
changed. There was a time when 
clubs like United would field weak¬ 
ened sides and generally treat the FA 
cup and the League cup with a cer¬ 
tain amount of distain. The League 
cup in particular has been treated 
almost like a reserve team run out for 
most clubs, only gaining any real 
importance when Wembley loomed 
on the horizon. It’s delicious to see 
the likes of United taking such inter¬ 
est in the FA Cup when not so long 
ago they asked to opt out of it. 

The visit of Crystal Palace brings 
former boss Alan Pardew back to St 
Marys with his currently in form 
side. Pardew’s jump ship from 
Newcastle left a lot of people 
bemused, just why would he leave a 
lucrative contract at St James park 
for a job that basically centred 
around keeping Crystal Palace up? 
The answer probably lies not with the 
money but with the status. Despite 
continually upsetting the odds and 
not struggling with Newcastle, 
Pardew had to deal with the com¬ 
pletely unrealistic expectations of the 
Geordie faithful. No silverware in 
over 50 years meant that the 
pressure will always be on any i 
Newcastle manager to break 
that trophyless run. 

Despite all evidence to the * 
contrary, Newcastle fans still \ 
see their club as being a big 
club, just as Tottenham 
do. What they really 
mean when they talk 
about being a big 
club is that their 
club is bigger than 
yours. (unless 
you support a 
genuine top 5 
club) For most 
of us mere 
Saints fans : 
that’s their 
whole rai¬ 
son d’etre, 
their club 
is bigger 
than 
South¬ 
ampton. 

Which actu- 





ally makes them rather small time. 

Can imagine being Tottenham or 
Newcastle’s recruitment manager? 
“Come to Tottenham/Newcastle, 
have the possibility of European foot¬ 
ball for all of 3 months, get a lucrative 
contact... and oh yes, be bigger than 
Southampton.” 

Now that’s what I call an easy job. 

Pardew’s move to Palace is a 
shrewd one, whilst he may not be on 
as big, or as long a contract, as he had 
at Newcastle you can be damn sure 
he’s not struggling for a few pennies. 
The pressure is less and if he keeps 
Palace up he’s a hero. 

For me Pardew should always be 
welcome at St Marys. You can specu¬ 
late as to why he left as long as you 
want, but it was his appointment that 
kick started the St Mary’s revolution 
and first instilled that winning men¬ 
tality at the club. 

Much was made, during that first 
season of the fact that the Johnsons 
paint cup run had side tracked the 
promotion bid. 

I’ve always believed that rather 
than detract from the matter in hand, 
the cup win actually enhanced the 
club, gave the players a taste of what 
winning something was like. It was 
surely no coincidence that the club 
went on to 2 successive promotions 
and were, at times, almost 
unplayable against. 

Alan Pardew played a massive part 
in the resurrection of this club and I, 
for one, will always be grateful to him 
for that. 

In closing, Saints face a tricky game 
against Palace, but as with all cup 
games, they’re great when you’re still 
in it and complete rubbish when 
you’re out. 

Lose against Palace and you can be 
sure every Saints fan in the country 
will write the cup of as an unneces¬ 
sary distraction from the league, win 
it and we’re on our way to Wembley. 

I’ve said it before and I’ll say it again, 
get to a cup final and finish any- 
x where near the top five and 
Ronald Koeman must surely be a 
shoo-in for manager of the year. 

J To take a club in “meltdown” 
tV after losing five first team play¬ 
ers and take them to Wembley 
or actually improve on last 
season’s achievement 
would be just incredi¬ 
ble.

CHERRIES manager Eddie 
Howe would like to see the FA 
Cup restored to its former 
glory and thinks a Champions 
League spot for the winners 
would do the trick. 

Howe is a big fan of the competi¬ 
tion, his liking fuelled by the 
exploits of his boyhood heroes 
Everton in the 1980s - winners in 
1984 and runners-up in 1985, 1986 
and 1989. 

However, while winning the FA 
Cup used to be second only to lift¬ 
ing the league title on the domes¬ 
tic front, a shift in priorities has 
seen its prominence diminish in 
recent years. 

Securing a place in the 
Champions League has become of 
paramount importance to the big 
guns, while survival in the 
Premier League is the main aim 
of most of the top-flight's other 
clubs. 

And while FA Cup final day 
would grip the nation when Howe 
was growing up, a series of 


tweaks - including a change in 
kick-off time - have seen it lose 
some of its appeal. 

Only last week, Saints boss 
Ronald Koeman called for replays 
to be scrapped, claiming they 
were adding to an already-con¬ 
gested fixture schedule in 
England. 

Ahead of Cherries' trip to Aston 
Villa in the fourth round on 
Sunday, Howe said: “There have 
been several changes to the FA 
Cup format in recent years and I 
think there will probably be more 
in the future. 

“The replay is not something I 
would want to see scrapped at this 
stage. When you have been in our 
position as a League Two and 
League One club and you pull a 
Premier League team at home, 
you try to battle for a draw to get 
the chance to go to Old Trafford, 
the Emirates or wherever. 

“Those are the experiences the 
players take and that is the carrot 
for them. 

“Added to that, there are the 
financial benefits of getting the 


share of the gate from a tie with a 
Premier League club. 

“The days when you had five or 
six replays, and I remember those 
in the 1980s, were a good thing to 
leave behind with the fixture con¬ 
gestion we have now but I would¬ 
n't want to see one replay 
scrapped because that is the beau¬ 
ty of the FA Cup for me. 

“But I would never criticise 
another manager for having a dif¬ 
ferent view on the competition. 
That's their right and everyone 
has to protect their club's inter¬ 
ests.” 

Asked what changes he would 
like to see, Howe replied: “I would 
love to see it return to the promi¬ 
nence and importance it had in 
the 1980s and early 90s and, hope¬ 
fully, we can all see it come back. 

“It wouldn't be for me to punt 
ideas around but I love the FA 
Cup and would love to see it 
restored somehow. I think it may 
take a bit of time. I certainly think 
a Champions League place for the 
winners but that would be the 
only one I could think of.” 



ALAN Hutton insists Aston Villa have nothing 
to prove against Bournemouth on Sunday as 
they attempt to avoid an FA Cup upset. 

The defender rejected suggestions the 
Cherries are favourites ahead of their fourth- 
round clash at Villa Park. 

Bournemouth have scored more league 
goals in the Second City than Villa this season 
thanks to their 8-0 win at Birmingham in 
October and have netted 57 times in the Sky 
Bet Championship. 

Villa have hit just seven goals in 11 Barclays 
Premier League matches at home this term. 

The Villans have won just three times in their 
last 19 games but, ahead of tomorrow’s 
match against Eddie Howe's title chasers, 
Hutton insists they do not feel any extra pres¬ 
sure. “If anything, they are the ones who will 
have to come out and beat us,” he said. 

“We know it is going to be a tough game, 
but it will be different from the Blackpool 
game (in the third round). They sat 
in and tried to hit us on the 
break. 

“This weekend will be a lot 
different because they are fly¬ 
ing and scoring a lot of goals. 

“They will come out and try and give us a 
game. 

“We will go out to give our all and hopefully 
it is a good game of football.”

BIGGER ISSUES THAN 
EUGENIE’S TWIRL.. 


SEXISM in sport does still exist, but a 
brief twirl on the court is not a shining 
example of it. 

The debate erupted again due to a brief on 
court, post match interview with Canadian 
tennis star Eugenie Bouchard after her win 
in the Australian Open third round. 

It is somewhat odd that this was the venue 
for such a controversy, given these inter¬ 
views are often the most inane you will find 
and regular seem to act as a self-serving ego 
trip for the questioner - note questioner 
and not journalist - rather than any kind of 
serious attempt to get proper reaction to a 
massive sporting event. 

Bouchard is somewhat the darling of 
women’s tennis. 

Bouchard is a serious tennis player, make 
no mistake. She clearly is training hard, is 
very talented and is making waves. It is 
only a matter of time surely until she wins 
a Grand Slam. 

She is also young and attractive and 
adorns advertising pages as well as the ten¬ 
nis ones, with a range of big money 
endorsements and sponsorship deals, and a 
huge social media presence that includes an 
impressive number of selfies in various out¬ 
fits. 

In the same way as Maria Sharapova 
before her, she has turned herself into a 
global icon, and in the process the highest- 
earning female sports star on the planet. 

She is in demand, and well-rewarded 
financially outside of the game, thanks to 
her looks as well as her racquet skills. 

Bouchard had made a flattering comment 
about the outfit of Serena William on 
Twitter, Serena had given a twirl for the 
crowd in response, and so Bouchard was 
asked to give a twirl too. She obliged, 
though looked understandably embar¬ 
rassed by it. 

That was it. This was a cringeworthy 
moment, should not have happened, and 
was perhaps a slight touch of sexism on 
behalf of her questioner, but not to the 
extent that this should be held up as the 
horror that it has been. 

The argument goes that men wouldn’t be 
asked to do the same, Federer and Nadal 
wouldn’t be asked for a twirl. 

But then, when do Federer and Nadal take 
to social media to talk about the fashion and 
style of somebody else’s kit? 

There are far bigger problems than this in 
women’s sport we should be vexed about 
and yet, as they don’t involve the emotive 
and engaging question of glamour or looks, 
we choose not to. 

Indeed, tennis is one of the few sports 
where equality does exist - and some argue 
it has gone too far the other way. Female 
tennis stars have equal billing and equal 
pay cheques to their male rivals, even 
though in grand slam events they actually 
play less, with best of three rather than five- 
set matches. 

What endorsements players take in return 
for cash, and what that means to how they 
are viewed by the general public, is then 
their call. They are getting paid for it. 

Look elsewhere though. Take female 
rugby, where England players were recent¬ 
ly offered one year deals to turn pro. On the 
face of it a nice gesture, but think harder. 
What does one year guarantee you? Enough 
to put on hold or even give up a career? 

How about sports where the pay remains 
divided and weighted in favour of the men? 


Living in the past 

Golf is so antiquated sometimes that its 
ideas of help and protection do its play¬ 
ers few favours. 

Dustin Johnson has this week had to 
deny reports he has been abusing drugs, 
thanks in part to the PGA Tour’s bizarre 
policy of not releasing details of positive 
tests for recreational drugs. 

To say that is a backward way of doing 
things is an understatement, and proof 
that this is still a sport that is often stuffy 
and cannot break free of the image that it 
is run by white and upper middle class 
establishment figures found to be living 
in the past. 

Their brushing things under the carpet 
policy may seem a very clever idea to 
them, and they obviously feel it protects 
the players. But how exactly has it pro¬ 
tected Johnson? 

He has taken a six-month leave of 
absence from the sport, but it took until 
the rumours reached a crescendo about 
his alleged drug abuse for them to decide 
to announce it was not because he was 
suspended. 

People who fail drugs tests in sport 
deserve to be named and shamed, even if 
you feel their rehabilitation would benefit 
from their privacy being protected. It is 
just the life they have chosen. 

There was an assumption that Johnson 
had taken drugs because of his absence, 
which he strongly denies, and now, as he 
starts to prepare for a return to the sport, 
he finds himself tackling all those ques¬ 
tions again and having to justify himself. 
The truth should be nothing to fear, but 
by denying it golf’s complacent leaders 
actually prove to not be half as clever as 
they think they are.

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Sacking 
record 
in sight 

THE number of managers sacked by 
league clubs is on course to break the 
record for one season, latest figures 
reveal. 

There were a record 27 dismissals 
to December 31 - three more than the 
previous record of 24 which was set 
last season. 

The League Managers’ 
Association’s quarterly report states: 

“If the trend continues we are on 
course to exceed the season total dis¬ 
missal record of 46 set in 2006-07.” 

Twelve clubs in the Championship - 
half the total - changed managers in 
the first half of the season. 

“That itself was another record, and 
was five more than the same period of 
the last two seasons. 

The report adds: “The average 
tenure of the current Championship

managers remains worryingly low, at 
0.82 years.” 

Furthermore, 13 of the 27 dis¬ 
missed this season were in their first 
jobs as managers, highlighting the dif¬ 
ficulty of establishing themselves in a 
position. 

Arsenal’s Arsene Wenger remains 
the longest-serving current manager 
at more than 18 years followed by 
Exeter’s onee-time Saints midfielder 
Paul Tisdale (8.5 years) and MK Dons’ 
Karl Robinson (4.7 years). 

Ex-Saint Harry Redknapp has taken 
charge of more games in England - 
1,383 - than any other manager cur¬ 
rently working in English professional 
football. 

Neil Warnock was the first Premier 
League manager to be sacked this 
season in December by Crystal 
Palace, swiftly followed by Alan Irvine 
at West Brom. 

In the Championship, Leeds are 
onto their third permanent manager of 
the season in Neil Redfearn, having 
sacked ex-Saints coach Dave 
Hockaday and Darko Milanic. 

Wigan’s dismissal of ex-Saint Uwe 
Rosier in November led to one of the 
most controversial appointments of 
the season when Latics chairman 
Dave Whelan selected Malky Mackay 
as the new boss, despite the Scot 
being the subject of an ongoing FA 
inquiry into allegations that he sent 
text messages of a racist nature.

THERE is a certain poignance to this 
weekend, when it conies to the histo¬ 
ry of Saints. 

It is 100 years ago tomorrow that the club 
suffered its first casualty in France during 
the First World War. 

It was January 25, 1915, when Arthur 
Coleman, a soldier-trialist who made one 
Western League appearance for Saints - in 
a 5-1 defeat at Eastville in 1904 - died dur¬ 
ing the conflict. 

He was the first ex-Saint to be buried in a 
known First World War grave, at the 
Chapelle-d’Armentieres Old Military 
Cemetery. 

Coleman is one of more than 1,000 play¬ 
ers to be documented in All the Saints, the 
book which profiles every person who has 
ever made played for the club. 

It is written by official club historians 
Gary Chalk, Duncan Holley and David 
Bull. 

The trio will be conducting an illustrated 
talk on Southampton Footballers in the 
First World War, at Southampton Solent 
University, on Tuesday, February 10. 

Coincidentally, that day marks the 
anniversary of the death of Albert 
Hartshorne, who is buried in the second 
known grave, in Boulogne. 

Hartshorne and Coleman were two of the 
19 men to have played for the club’s senior 
team who went to the war but did not 
return. 

They were not the first to perish, howev¬ 
er. 

That was Fred Costello, who fell on 


December 19, 1914, in Belgium, where he 
was fighting with the 2nd Battalion of the 
Royal Warwickshires. 


It was not until this week a century ago 
that news of his death finally filtered 
through to Southampton, where Costello’s 
family home was. 

The centre-forward, who was converted 
from an inside-left, played 62 times for 
Saints, scoring 19 goals, from 1907 to 1909. 

He is buried at Ploegsteert Cemetery, in 
Hainaut, Belgium. 

While this weekend marks a notable 
anniversary, it is also somewhat fitting 
that it features a match between Saints 
and Crystal Palace. 

The two clubs’ history is intertwined to 
some extent when it comes to the First 
World War, with two Palace reserves, who 
would go on to play first-team football for 
Saints - Edward Bell and Charlie Tyson - 
winning major military awards for their 
bravery during the conflict. 

Bell, who served with the 17th Middlesex, 
also known as the Footballers’ Battalion, 
was honoured with a Military Cross for 
conspicuous gallantry, before later being 
gazetted a Bar to the award, while Tyson, a 
Quartermaster and Captain with the 105th 
Field Ambulance Corps, received a Croix 
de Guerre - a French award for gallantry. 

All of these stories will be touched upon 
in the latest talk by the historians, who 
have also been providing some fascinating 
details in their war features in the Saints 
matchday programmes this season. 

Bull provided an insight into some of the

help they have received in collating the 
information. 

“When we started our season-long series, 
we’d long been in contact with Terry 
Shelley, the son of Bert Shelley, who’d 
established a record number of appear¬ 
ances for the Saints on his way to becom¬ 
ing the trainer, in 1937, at 
Liverpool, where he 
continued to work in 
the famous Anfield 
boot-room, right into 
the Shankly era,” he 
said. 

“We were able to ben¬ 
efit from Terry’s large 
collection of photos of 
his father, the boy-sol¬ 
dier who served mainly 
in India with the 
Hampshires, before see¬ 
ing some action in 
Palestine, and who fea¬ 
tured in regimental foot¬ 
ball line-ups at both loca¬ 
tions. 

“We received so much 
help, in respect of this and 
other Hants battalions, 
from the Royal Hampshire 
Regiment Museum in 
Winchester. 

“Then, out of the blue, we 
heard from the great-

nephew of Harold Dawson, who was with 
the Royal Engineers in Gallipoli and 
Egypt, whereupon Duncan delved into his 
unparalleled collection of Saints photos to 
produce a reserves line-up from 1921, in 
which Dawson stands alongside centre- 
forward George Reader, who would 
become a World Cup referee and, 
of course, Southampton’s 
chairman. 

“And we’ve been exchanging 
information with websites, 
notably the Southampton 
Cenotaph site and the Kent 
Fallen site. 

“The former contained the 
domestic history of Cecil 
Christmas - whose family 
had made their fortune in 
the Edinburgh Commercial 
Hotel in St Mary’s Road, 
Southampton - on which we 
were able to draw in our 
series. 

“The Kent Fallen site has 
photos of many memorials. 

“The site’s owner, David 
Hughes, is just one of the 
people we’ve gradually 
been in touch as our 
series progressed, who 
have first-hand knowl¬ 
edge of the memorials 
and cemeteries on the 


Western Front. 

“I had the good fortune to be included in 
the club’s trip to the Premier League’s 
Under-12 tournament in Ypres, in 
November. 

“That meant I was taken to such iconic 
Belgian locations as the Menin Gate and 
the Tyne Cot Cemetery, but I know noth¬ 
ing of the memorials and cemeteries in 
France. 

“We’ve been helped hugely in that regard 
by Steve Lane, a Saints fan who’s given us 
so much information, including photos of 
the Memorial, on the Somme, to the 
Footballers’ Battalion. 

“And an Everton fan, Steve Jones, has 
taught us so much about Wilf Toman, who 
played 29 games each for Southampton 
and Everton, while Everton FC sent us a 
bunch of photos of Toman’s grave, which a 
delegation from the club had recently vis¬ 
ited. 

“Finally, Portsmouth fan Alan Laishley 
had information for us on Bill Durham, 
who played once for the Saints and sailed 
for France two days later, with one of the 
Hants battalions that became known as 
the ‘Pompey Pals’, which explains why 
Pompey’s players are wearing his name, 
along with those of 1,421 other Pals, on 
their shirts this season.” 

■ Southampton Footballers In The 
First World War, an illustrated talk by 
three of Saints’ official historians, will 
take place at Southampton Solent 
University, on Tuesday, February 10. 

It will begin at 5pm in the Herbert 
Collins Building, room HC022, on the 
East Park Terrace campus. 
Representatives from the Ex-Saints 
Association will be in attendance, 
including former players Mike Earls 
and Tony Godfrey. 

Admission is free, with the talk being 
followed by light refreshments, while 
ex-Saints and the authors will be on 
hand to sign copies of All the Saints.

AFC TOTTON continued to enjoy 
a happy New Year by beating 
Southern One South & West 
strugglers Wantage Town 3-1 at 
the Testwood Stadium this 
afternoon. 

It was the Stags fifth straight vic¬ 
tory of 2015 scoring 18 goals in the 
process. 

The Stags began with all the zest 
of a side on a winning streak and 
were unlucky not to race into a sec¬ 
ond minute lead. 

Craig Feeney chested the ball 
down into the path Nathaniel 
Sherborne who was denied by a

There was plenty of chat from 
Wantage both on the pitch and from 
the dug-out as they looked to keep 
Totton at bay and, when the visitors 
did finally break into the Stags’ 


area, referee Ben Cobb waved away 
penalty appeals as Nick Thorne 
went down after going shoulder to 
shoulder with Stuart Mott. 

Having see little of the ball in the 
opening stages, Wantage began to 
grow into the game and the Stags 
appeared to be somewhat fortunate 
when the decision went their way 
after Flooks appeared to shove 
Stuart Cattell in the back inside 
Totton’s six-yard box. 

When it came, Totton’s 36-minute 
opener was as soft as they come. 
Jamie BLACKBURN delivered a 
harmless looking diagonal ball 
from the left and, after Town’s 
Adam Lovegrove had stuck out a 
leg and missed it completely, the 
crowd watched on in amused disbe¬ 
lief as the ball by-passed Tucker 
and trickled into the net.

NON-LEAGUE REPORT 


EASTLEIGH have inevitably had 
to splash some cash to be com¬ 
petitive in the Vanarama 
Conference this season. 

But manager Richard Hill believes 
rival clubs should think twice before 
dismissively tarring them with the 
“big spenders” brush. 

What visiting fans fail to appreciate 
when they come to the Silverlake 
Stadium, he points out, is that they 
are among the big beneficiaries of 
the money Spitfires chairman 
Stewart Donald is pumping into the 
club. 

At £12, Eastleigh’s admission fees 
are among the lowest in the league 
and the Stoneham Lane viewing 
experience has improved no end 
with covered terracing on two sides 
of the ground and an impressive new 
2,300-seater stand now in place 
behind the far-end goal. 

Additional improvements - anoth¬ 
er bar, extra toilets and turnstiles - 
will be completed before the club 
can, in Donald’s words, “potentially 
look at developing the 
main stand and the site 
further.” 

Yet instead of receiv¬ 
ing plaudits for all the 
hard work and invest¬ 
ment that has gone into 
transforming the 
ground over the last few 
months, all Hill ever 
hears is rival clubs 
making digs about the 
money Eastleigh are 
spending in their quest 
for promotion. 

“Every time we go 
away from home and I read the man¬ 
ager’s notes, there’s nearly always a 
reference to “big-spending 
Eastleigh” or something of that con¬ 
notation,” said Hill. 

“Yes, we have spent a few quid, but 
we’ve spent it as a club and not just on 
the team and I get a bit disappointed 
by people making comments about us 
when they don’t actually know what 
we’re spending and on what.

“The money Stew has spent has 
built us a wonderful stand behind 
the goal and another (covered ter¬ 
race) down the side of the pitch, so 
these supporters who are busy call¬ 
ing us big spenders are actually reap¬ 
ing the benefits of it. 

“But they don’t seem to appreciate 
that the money going into the club is 
adding to their matchday experi¬ 
ence. 

“We go to places where they charge 


between £15 and £17 to get in, but 
when those clubs come to us it’s £12 
admission, so visiting fans are reap¬ 
ing the rewards of Stewart’s invest¬ 
ment. 

“When Halifax came to us, their 
fans slaughtered our ground and yet 
it costs £5 less to get in here than up 
at their place.” 

While he was at it, Hill took a pot¬ 
shot at “lazy managers” who, he 
feels, use Eastleigh’s so-called spend¬ 


ing power as a smoke screen to cover 
their own inadequacies. 

“When I signed James Constable 
(from Oxford United) in the summer 
no one else approached him and it 
was the same with Jack Midson, 
Paul Reid and Craig Stanley,” he 
said. 

“Those players were all there avail¬ 
able and I picked up the phone and 
spoke to them personally, whereas 
no one else did. 

“When other managers see players 
like that have gone somewhere, they 
just put it all down to money, which 
is not the case. That’s just lazy man¬ 
agement. 

“It’s all about self-preservation. 
The manager sees the players we’ve 
got, thinks he might not be able to 
beat us and buys himself two free 
games by talking about ‘big-spending 
Eastleigh.’ 

“But when have you ever heard me 
talking about Bristol Rovers or who¬ 
ever and saying: ‘They’re massive, 
we can’t compete with these.’?”

JAMIE Thoroughgood couldn’t 
have asked for a better start in 
a Winchester City shirt. 

Not only did his debut coincide

Speaking to the Sports Pink’s fellow 


Newsquest paper, The Sutton 
Guardian, he said: “I have been hurt by 
many comments from within the club, 
but people need to understand what is 
happening at this football club. 

“I personally put in £200k over the 
summer for the refurbishment. I have 
never told anyone that. I read that that 
was from the FA Cup money and that 
makes me laugh. 

“The club have given me a budget, 
probably lower to mid-table, and in the 
seven years I have been here, I have 
added to that every single week and if 
there is an over-spend, then it’s my 


over-spend, I put it in. 

“If mistakes are made with players, they 
are my mistakes, not the club’s mistakes. 

“I am a non-League manager - I 
believe I have put in close £1 m into this 
football club over seven years.” 

Doswell has strengthened his squad 
since the turn of the year. 

Ex-Havant and Woking goalkeeper 
Aaron Howe and former Salisbury and 
Aldershot striker Dan Fitchett made 
their debuts against Ebbsfleet, while 
Sutton have also welcomed back for¬ 
mer Eastleigh crowd favourite Damian 
Scannell on loan from Bromley.

“It’s the league I’ve 
grown up in, having 
spent nine years in 
it, and it’s where my 
roots are and where 
my player base is.

Baffling sending off the final straw for Bemerton boss 



DEPARTING Bemerton Heath 
Harlequins boss Ian Chalk 
has come to the end of his 
tether with the Sydenhams 
Wessex League, admitting 
he becomes “an angry little 
man” on match days. 

As reported in last week’s 
Sports Pink, the club stalwart - 
in his eighth season in charge - 
has decided to step down from 
his position when the season 
terminates in April, writes 
JOEL HOLT. 

Chalk, who joined the 
Harlequins as a player before 
becoming permanent manager 
in 2007, informed the board last 
September that he would no 
longer continue in the role 
when the season ended.

However, following a humble 
seventh-placed finish last sea¬ 
son, Heath are now loitering in 
mid-table, and this cam¬ 
paign has not been one of 
the Western Way outfit’s 
finest.

pitch and admittedly can be my 
own worst enemy. 

“I’m quite a nice guy, but I 
believe referees come to 
Bemerton with a pre-ordained

“Their perception of 
me and a few players is 
such that we are subject¬ 
ed to unfair treatment 
and are on the wrong 
end of pretty much all 
major decisions. 

“This isn’t the whole 
reason why I’m finish¬ 
ing, but it’s a major fac¬ 
tor. I’ve become an angry 
little man on match days 
and that’s not me at all. 

“I’ve lost my motivation after 
my brother’s (Steve Chalk) 
death and I’m just fed up with 
the Wessex League. 

“I cannot change who I am 


and I’m just not enjoying it.” 

After spending more than 
three decades in the game, 
Chalk doesn’t know what to 
expect when he finishes. 

“I have no idea if I’ll miss it - 
but I won’t miss the Wessex 
League,” he said. “I used to love 
playing the likes of Poole Town, 
AFC Totton and Gosport 
Borough and it’s not the same 
since they left. 

“However, I’ll miss the dress¬ 
ing room and I’ve been lucky 
enough to work with such a 
great bunch of lads.”

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THERE has been much flicking 
through record books since the 
Mason brothers - Dan, Barry 
and Byron - all scored for 
Sholing in their 3-3 Southern 
One South & West draw against 
Shortwood United last 
Saturday. 

Was it the first time a hat-trick of 
brothers had got on scoresheet in 
the same match? 

Apparently not. 

Records show that the Fenoughty 
brothers - Tom, Michael and Nick - 
all netted for Matlock Town in 1978. 

Not only that, the three

Arnold, pictured 
below, the most suc¬ 
cessful manager in 
Verwood’s history, 
watched his current

season. 

Beforehand, Arnold 
spoke fondly of his 
eight-and-a-half years 
in charge at Verwood 
which peaked with pro¬ 
motion to the 
Sydenhams Premier 
Division.

FORMER Southampton Tyro 
League starlet John Swift has 
made a fruitful start to his loan 
spell at Swindon Town.

“I went to Sunday League and 
did my best there and luckily I 
got scouted. They (Chelsea) 
picked me up and took me to the 
training ground again. They 
decided to sign me and it was 
great for me and my family.” 

Asked if that period had made 
him a stronger character, Swift, 


who grew up in Gosport, replied: 
“Definitely. When Portsmouth 
released me, my family was dis¬ 
appointed and I was disappoint¬ 
ed, but to be honest I just wanted 
to play football. 

“Once I got picked up by 
Chelsea I played once and signing 
for them was just amazing.” 

In light of what happened at 
Rotherham, Swift’s aim for his 
time with League One high-fliers 
Swindon is understandably simple. 

“I just want to be playing foot¬ 
ball.

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Shocks 
galore in 
FA Cup 

LEAGUE One Bradford served 
up one of the biggest shocks 
in FA Cup history as they hit 
back from two goals down to 
beat Chelsea 4-2 at Stamford 
Bridge. 

And on an extraordinary day 
in the world’s oldest knock¬ 
out competition, Manchester 
City were also left reeling by 
a 2-0 defeat at home to 
Championship 
Middlesbrough. 

Former Boro winger Andy 
Halliday was the Bantams 
hero as he fired home from 
outside the box to give Phil 
Parkinson’s men a stunning 
lead with eight minutes left in 
west London. 

And when substitute Mark 
Yeates fired home deep into 
seven minutes of injury time, 
one of the most miraculous 
results in the history of the 
competition was complete. 
The visitors’ starting line-up 
cost the princely sum of 
£7,500 - paid to non-league 
Guiseley for James Hanson in 
2009 - while the total fee for 
Chelsea’s parade of stars 
almost reached £200million. 
Jose Mourinho’s men had 
won all 10 of their home 
Premier League games so far 
this term - but Bradford were 
undaunted and signalled their 
intentions early when Andrew 
Davies forced a point-blank 
save out of Petr Cech in the 
14th minute. 

There was no hint of the 
excitement to come when 
Gary Cahill put Chelsea in 
front on 21 minutes and 
Ramires made it two with an 
excellent strike.

LISTENING to one of 
Eastleigh’s newest recruits 
talk about his past and his 
present, N is impossible to 
escape the remarkable 
strides made by this progres¬ 
sive club across the last two 
years. 

Brian Howard has serious pedi¬ 
gree - and a real desire to play his 
football for his hometown club, 
writes PAUL McNAMARA. 

Early in 2013, when the Spitfires 
plunged into the Conference 
South’s relegation spots, that wish 
plainly wouldn’t have been feasi¬ 
ble. 

Now, with the team on the 
fringes of the play-off spots in non¬ 
league’s top division, the 
Conference Premier, it’s a move 
that Howard says simply “makes 
sense”. 

Confirmation of Eastleigh’s 
enhanced standing on football’s 
landscape is emphasised on two 
different counts during a captivat¬ 
ing conversation with a player 
who is clearly thrilled to be part of 
this unfolding Silverlake Stadium 
adventure. 

First, the credentials of the man 
enticed to the Silverlake at the 
start of this year bear up to the 
keenest of scrutiny. 

That much is proved by the cast 
of global superstars the 
Winchester-born midfielder reels 
off as he reflects on the finest play¬ 
ers he has faced throughout a 
career littered with tales of incred¬ 
ible highs and some significant 
lows. 

Second, there is a discussion that 
features the recalling of battles 
with Carlos Tevez, Javier 
Mascherano and Steven Gerrard. 

And even Cristiano Ronaldo, 
whom Howard encountered when 
playing for England’s under-20 
side against Portugal at the 2003 
Toulon Tournament. 

“I hadn’t even heard of him 
before. After the game I phoned up 
everyone back home and said ‘Get 
on this lad, he will be the best play¬ 
er in the world.’ He was the best 
(I’ve played against) by far.” 

Howard also eulogises about his 
new team-mates with no less 
excitement than was reserved for 
his appraisal of the Portuguese, 
right, recently crowned as FIFA’s 
World Player of the Year. 

More specifically, the former 
Southampton trainee is enthusing 
about the “first-class” training ses¬ 
sion that he was involved in earli-

son promotion contests. 

Indeed, his first year of regular 
first-team action (2003/2004), with 
Swindon Town, culminated with 
the Robins suffering a gut- 
wrenching penalty shoot-out 
defeat by Brighton & Hove Albion 
in the Division 2 (now League 1) 
play-off semi-final. 

The experience, though, was all 
part of the making of a player 
who, but for a seismic turn of 
events in west London 12 years 
ago, could have plotted a very dif¬ 
ferent course through the football 
world.

“We had a great team (at

“It was similar to how it is here - 
a great bunch of lads, who want to 
achieve something together.

“He called me up and said “I’ve 
heard you might be available. The 
guys at Chelsea really like you. 
Can you come in?” 


“I went in and did very well 
there. There was a deal offered 
but, again, I wasn’t going to play. 

“Given that, I might as well have 
just pushed for a new deal at 
Saints.’” 

An individual with an ingrained 
degree of self-confidence, there 
was nevertheless good reason 
why Howard went cold on his 
chances of breaking into the first- 
team frame at Stamford Bridge. 

After the then 20-year-old had 
spent three months training with 
the Blues towards the end of 
2002/2003, Chelsea, in a stroke, 
went and changed the face of the 
English game. 

“I went away to the Toulon tour¬ 
nament, played games for 


O n the eve of a 2008 FA Cup 
quarter final for Barnsley 
against a Chelsea outfit who by 
then had won two Premier League 
titles, Howard was asked to consid¬ 
er if choosing Swindon ahead of 
the London-based giants five years 
earlier had been the right call. 

His reply suggested that this 
I was a footballer living with an 
"element of doubt, sewn into a 
corner of his mind. 

“There have been occasions, 
when things weren’t going so well, 
when I’ve asked myself whether 
my choices have been right.” 

Today, with the benefit of a fur¬ 
ther seven years’ accumulated 
wisdom, this is a man free of 
regret. 

“I’m comfortable now. There 
was always a time when you look 
back, but I’m of an age now when 
you don’t regret anything. 

“At the time it was what I want¬ 
ed, otherwise I wouldn’t have done 
it. That’s the way you’ve got to 
look at life. There’s no point in 
regretting things. 

“Have I made some poor choices? 
Yes. No doubt about it, but - get on 
with it. That goes for life, not just 
football.” 

Returning to Howard’s departure 
from St Mary’s, there is no sense of 
bitterness towards a club for 
whom he still harbours a great 
deal of affection. 

Gratitude, in fact, would be a 
more accurate word to describe 
the 32 year-old’s feelings about his 
time at Saints. 

“I had a fantastic time there. I 
was there from 9 or 10 years old. It 
was a massive part of my develop¬ 
ment. 

“Stewart Henderson (who, before 
he left in 2010, was credited with a

development right the way through. 
“I’m sure, if it wasn’t for Stewart, I 
wouldn’t have gone on and had the 
career that I have. 

“I have some great memories from 
my time there and it’s great to see 
the way that the club has developed 
now. 

“My young cousin Matthew 
Targett has broken through into the 
first-team, so I pay a lot of attention 
to what happens there. 

“I live quite near Marchwood (the 
location for Saints’ training base) so 
I get myself out there a lot and I’ve 
got a lot of connections still with the 
club. I’m thankful for the start they 
gave me in my career.” 

R eady to ‘go elsewhere and better 
myself, after two seasons of pro¬ 
ducing consistently high-quality 
output at Swindon, the aspirational 
22-year-old Howard plumped for a 
move to Barnsley in the summer of 
2005. 

The switch to Yorkshire would 
bring his name to the attention of 
the wider world, and herald a period 
of his life that the player looks back 
on more fondly than any other. 

In that respect, he is the same as 
his new Spitfires colleague Paul 
Reid who, without hesitation when 
quizzed on the subject last year, 
described his time at Oakwell as 
“one hundred per cent” the 
favourite part of his career . 
“Fantastic time,” recalled Howard. 
“I was at Reidy’s wedding in the 
summer and all the old Barnsley 
lads were there. It was the first time 
we’d all been together since we left. 

“We all agreed, of all the clubs 
we’ve been at since, you’ll never get 
a bunch of lads like that together 
again. 

“At the time we were nearly all 
aged between twenty and twenty- 
three. Even the experienced lads, 
like Stephen McPhail, were 26. 

“We did everything together - 
probably too much off the pitch that 
we shouldn’t have! 

“But, because we did everything 
off the pitch together, you’ll run 
through a brick wall for your mate 
on a Saturday afternoon. 

“It’s amazing, the effect that can 
have. 

“It was our work-ethic and team- 
spirit that got us up that year - even 
though we did have a talented team.’ 

Barnsley’s promotion into the 
Championship in 2006 afforded 
Howard a much happier brush with 
the play-off experience; the Tykes 
overcoming Swansea City after a 
penalty shoot-out in a Millenium 
Stadium final. 

A bona fide club legend, Howard 
recalls with compelling detail that 
achievement, as well as others, such 
as drilling in a late right-footed win¬ 
ner in November 2006 against white 
rose county rivals Leeds United and 
contributing heavily, with his goals 
and midfield scheming, to Barnsley 
retaining their second-tier status in 
both 2007 and 2008.

“That’s when it got a bit messy (at 
the end of season 2007/2008). Bids 


came in, but the club wanted more 
money than was being offered. 

“I only had a year left on my deal 
and I was 24, so I could have gone as 
a free agent. 

“There were offers on the table 
that I wish had come in the sum¬ 
mer, but they didn’t and I ended up 
staying for the start of the season 
(2008/2009). I started ok, but it was¬ 
n’t the same because of what had 
happened off the pitch. 

“I ended up getting the move to 
Sheffield United. 

“The first year there was great. 
We got to the play-off final but, 
when we didn’t go up, the para¬ 
chute payments had dried up, so 
players left the club. 

“An offer came in from Reading 
(early in 2009/10) and it just made 
sense to come back south. 

“It was another massive club with 
ambitions to go up. As soon as I 
spoke to Brendan (Rodgers, then in 
charge at Reading) on the phone it 
was a no-brainer. He is still, to this 
day, the best coach or manager that 
I have worked with.” 

The lows that came with losing an 
FA Cup semi-final and, even more 
so, the play-off final with Sheffield 
United, were prolonged because of 
the ensuing summer off. 

Howard, though, has learned to 
abide by his own rules, which could 
be borrowed from Rudyard Kipling, 
designed to keep himself grounded. 

“To lose both of those (the FA Cup 
semi-final and play-off final), I did¬ 
n’t have two of the best games of my 
career in those matches, you expe¬ 
rience the lows and start to blame 
yourself. 

“You have the whole summer off 
then - your holidays with your fam¬ 
ily, and you sit there thinking: 
“What if, what if?” 

“The main thing with football is, 
to be successful, you have to remain 
level. 

“When it goes well, stay level. 

“When it goes bad, stay level. 
People around you can enjoy the 
highs and lows, but if you end up 
doing that you’d just get so high, 
and then so low.” 

The twin impostors were still at 
play during Howard’s three 
years at the Madejski 
Stadium - time which 
included, late in 2011, a 
V three-month loan spell at 
\ Millwall, where a per¬ 
manent deal couldn’t 
be agreed.

SAINSBURY’S MEN PUT LEAGUE

AFTER a difficult start to life at 
the helm of Puma Engineering 
Hampshire Premier League 
outfit QK Southampton, man¬ 
ager Mark Sainsbury believes 
that his team have turned the 
corner.

There are 
dozens of 
fitness-related books, although 
many are either celeb-led 
tomes with something to sell 
via a television tie-in, or are not 
much use for anyone wanting 
to focus on the three fitness 
basics: cardiovascular exercise, 
strength training and flexibility. 
As might be expected, the Army 
concentrates on all three. 

There are no gimmicks, or 
shortcuts and most refreshing¬ 
ly, the Army has no product to 
sell. 

We all know that when it comes 
to achieving fitness, there are 
very few secrets: commitment 
and effort are, however, prereq¬ 
uisites. 

Readers are not expected to 
run for miles through deep mud 
wearing heavy boots while car¬ 
rying half a dozen bricks in a 
rucksack. There is, however, 
plenty of running involved in a 
programmes which build fitness 
levels progressively. 

Large photographs provide 
details of each exercise. 

They’re peppered with useful 
advice and a selection of pre- 
and post-training exercises.

AS HAMPSHIRE captain Jimmy 
Adams embarks on his benefit year, 
he admits the four seasons under 
Shane Warne’s leadership were a 
defining period in his 13-year career. 

Adams was not part of the team that won the 2005 C 
& G Trophy - Hampshire’s only silverware from 2004- 
07 - but Warne’s impact helped mould him into the 
player he is today. 

He first came across Warne during the Australian’s 
first season with the county, the last at Northlands 
Road in 2000. 

Hampshire’s home for 116 years - a five-minute walk 
from The Dell and Southampton Common - was a very 
different place to the 21st century Ageas Bowl. 

As a boy, Adams can recall watching a Will Kendall 
double century there and “Adie Aymes standing miles 
back to Nixon McLean!” 

It was also where he made his first century for 
Hampshire’s 2nds, against Somerset in 1999. 

“It would have been nice to have played there for the 
first team,” he says. 

“As 12th man I remember [Hampshire Cricket secre¬ 
tary] Tim Tremlett telling me to remember to knock on 
the changing room door after putting my bags down in 
the ‘dungeon’ where the second team trained. 


Privileged 


“There was something nice about that tradition, it 
made me feel privileged to go up there - not that I’d 
instil it now!” 

It was this environment into which Warne arrived to 
great fanfare, when Adams was still in his teens. 

“When I was 12th manning with Warney bowling I 
remember thinking ‘please don’t let the ball come to 
me!’ 

“Then it did. I had half-spikes on and slipped on the 
outfield! That was my first rocket from him, asking why 
I was wearing those shoes, or words to that effect. 

“I would have brought him up a cheese sandwich 
and pack of fags at some point!” 

Adams was midway through a human biology degree 
at Loughborough University when Warne returned 
as captain in 2004. 

It was under Warne that Adams 

made what he describes as 
his “seminal” century - the 
epic 168 not out that 
ensured Hampshire chased 
down 404 against Yorkshire at 
Headingley in June 2006. 

“You couldn’t help but love that 
period,” he said. “I spent many 
overs under the helmet listening to 
him as batters toiled away. It was a 
great time. 

“Warney’s an amazing character. He 
has super strengths and areas where he 
was fallible and that was nice in a way. 

“He’s a sporting great but human. There was all sorts 
going on and off the field! 

“What always struck me was the amazing core princi¬ 
ples that he stuck to. 

“He would always say ‘manners are free’. In a weird 
way, coming from a brash Aussie, that was quite inter¬ 
esting. 


“There were a fair 
few things people would 
disagree with but a lot of 
things he got right. 

“He was by no means 
perfect but I’ve never seen 
someone so diligent in 
terms of giving time to peo¬ 
ple. 

“He always found time to 
do it and that stuck with me.” 
Those who saw Warne 
patiently respond to end¬ 
less autographs 
will testify to 
that. “I thought 
if he’s got time to 
do that then all of us have got the time to do that,” con¬ 
tinues Adams. 

“He was tough which is what we needed and partly 
why the club made such a big push to get him back. 


“He wasn’t a miracle cure, there were still some tough 
times. 

“But he filled people with a little extra belief. He wasn’t 
the greatest netter but he expected people to prep and 
make sure they were ready even if his prep was different 
to ours! 

“He helped change the culture of the club for a lot bet¬ 
ter. He was a very big influence in terms of how to 
approach the game. They were good times.” 

There have been many other significant influences on 
Jimmy’s career, not least his parents, Mike and Jenny. 

“Dad’s a grain trader, originally from Kent, and mum’s 
from a farming family near Itchen Abbas,” continues the 
34 year-old, who has three younger siblings; Ben, 
Georgie and Tom. 

“I’m very lucky, our family’s always been stable and 
solid which has been a huge help, it’s one less thing on 
your mind. 

“They’re always happy to listen if I have a whinge. 

They gave up summer holidays to ferry us around - we’d 
have missed half the fixtures if we had a two-week holi-

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day in the middle of the Hampshire junior season! 

“I can only look back with huge fondness on my time 
growing up.” 

One of Jimmy’s first coaches was the former 
Hampshire wicketkeeper Bob Stephenson, at Twyford 
School. 

“He was great, a hard taskmaster! He probably did the 
hardest job - getting 8-12 year-olds to do the basics! 

“But that gave me a good solid base to move 
onwards.” 

Adams was in the same year as the likes of future 
Hampshire teammate John Francis and Rob Moore, an 
outstanding all-round sportsman who represented Great 
Britain at hockey. 

“We had a strong team with three to four other 
Hampshire U1 Is. 

“In a weird way being in a competitive school side 
helped me. It wasn’t all about success but it’s more fun 
when you’re doing well and it rolled from there.” 

Gordon Lord, currently the ECB’s head of elite coach 
development, was another early influence. 


“As a youngster he was always there if needs be.” 

At St Cross CC in Winchester, Jimmy was helped by 
the likes of Alan Rowe, while his cricket coach at 
Sherborne School was Alan Willows, formerly of Dorset 
and Sussex. 

“There were so many influences, especially from 15-17, 
so I’ve probably forgotten someone. 

“Alan Willows was really good for me. I still see him a 
lot. He’s hyperactive, he loves it!” 

At Loughbourough, Adams flourished under Graham 
Dilley, the former England bowler fondly remembered for 
his tail-end exploits alongside Ian Botham during the 
extraordinary Ashes win at Headingley in 1981. 

Tragically, Dilley died of cancer in 2011, aged 52. 

“Dill, bless him, probably saw a kindred spirit in me,” 
continues Adams. “We’re both a little short of confidence 
and we had a really good relationship. 

“He wasn’t everyone’s cup of tea. He was a lovely guy 
but if you got on the wrong side of him it was tough! 

“Fortunately I was on the right side of him from the 
word go, but I was starting to lose that spark went I first 


went to uni. 

“I’d been to Australia for a couple of winters and not 
enjoyed it. So Dill told me not to pick up my bat till 
January. I was looking forward to playing by then. 

“There are times when you can play too much and 
it’s not enjoyable. 

“We have a great life playing cricket and it’s obvious¬ 
ly all relative. But while other people would love to be 
in our shoes it gets to the point where you need a 
break. I got that break and had a good three years at 
Loughborough.” 

Adams replies instantly when asked who the biggest 
influence on his captaincy has been: “Dale 
Benkenstein.” 

Hampshire’s head coach gave Adams a unique 
insight as a former County Championship-winning 
captain of Durham last year. 

Jimmy Cook and Paul Terry were Adams’ first first- 
team coaches but two other former Hampshire open¬ 
ers - current director of cricket Giles White and batting 
guru Tony Middleton - have coached him throughout 
his Ageas Bowl career. 

“Tony and Chalks have been a huge support over 
the last ten years. I’ve always been lucky like that peo¬ 
ple have been pushing me forward. Sometimes they 
have to push you to do things you don’t want to do 
and you realise you owe quite a lot to them. 

“Skeg (Nic Pothas) too. I had a quite a few problems 
with the short ball, I was hit more than anyone in the 
country. 

“The practice was pretty grim but needed to be 
done.” 

Then there was the work Adams did with Neil 
‘Noddy’ Holder, which transformed his one-day game 
during the winter of 2008/09. 

Prolific 

It was Perth-based Holder, coach to Mike Hussey 
and Justin Langer, who prompted Adams to consid¬ 
er the possibility of an Ashes call-up in 2010/11, fol¬ 
lowing the most prolific season of his career (he 
made 2,540 runs in all cricket in 2010). 

“Noddy said ‘you realise you’re one ball from 
opening at the Gabba if Cook or Strauss gets a bro¬ 
ken finger’,” said Adams, who toured the West 
Indies with the England Lions at the beginning of 
2011 . 

“He said ‘you’re going to in the squad and how 
many other openers are there in the squad?’ When 
that sunk in I thought ‘wow!’ 

“That was a mixed feeling of trepidation versus the 
realisation of being so close to potentially playing for 
my country. 

“If I’d seen my phone ring and thought it might 
have been a selector I would have let it go to 
answerphone rather than answer it expectantly. 

“It was nice to be potentially on the radar a bit but 
that was never my benchmark. 

“That was here and trying to perform in first-class. 
Some might mind that strange but that’s the way it 
was and the way it is. 

“I’d always found it so hard to break into the 
Hampshire team I never got to thinking about the 
step up to the real top level. “First-class cricket was 
the real peak and it still is in a sense. 

“I never got past that rung of the ladder.” 

Hampshire are looking forward to the top rung of 
county cricket following last year’s promotion under 
Adams, who has since extended his contract till the 
end of the 2016 season. 

Still one of the fittest players on the staff, there is 
no reason why he cannot play beyond that. 

“It’s performance dependent but I’ve been lucky 
with injuries and hopefully that continues,” he said.
